In Mb bnaiacM tb* humble toads 
is nncqaaled by any other living ao« 
imal. Re it the greatest bug ezt«v 
minator in the world, ft is entit*- 
ly practicable to utilize his service* 
on an extensive scale, employing 
him systematically as an ally, to 
keep in check the insects which lev/ 
an annual tax of over eight hun- 
dred million dollars npo* oar agri- 
cultural resonroea. 

There ia no reason why the farm- 
ers of the courtrv should not hatch 
and rear their own supply of toads 
for loeal ■cnriee. With a pond, or 
even a small pool insured against 
drying up in the spring, the creatur- 
es will breed ol their own accord in 
any desired number* up to the limit 
of the food supply available in the 
shape of insects. But one thing 
absolutely essential is that they 
shall he protected against their na* 
tural enemies, and by no means the 
least destructive of their eaemica 
are small boy* who, throivh mert 
thought fulness, kill toade wbcntTor 
they get a chance. 

It is estimated that an average 
toad is worth to the farmer five 
dollars a year for the cut-worms 
alone which it totrojs. But this 
is only one iteflk The amount a 
toad will cat ie aatonishing A large 
specimen has been known to devour 
one hundred rose-beetles at a iiaKle

Deadly Soap 

BOSTON.— In a warning against 
soap aa a carrier of vimltnt germs 
and a menace to the public health. 
Dr. johnj. .Mullowney, of the Bos- 
ton Board of Health, aaid Saoday: 

"I believe that common soap, par- 
ticularly the sort of soap that is us- 
ed for the washing of ntensila which 
are food contaiaera, ia a carrier of 
microbe organiaaM which are a men- 
ace to health. 

"No aaimal aoap should be used 
in cicaaiag milk eaaa or other recep- 
tacles lor food 

"In ray experience in the west, 
where much of (he soap used in 
Aoierica is nuule. I fouod that all ol 
the diseased aoimals which were 
condemned by the (fovcrnmcat in- 
spcctora in the big packing houses 
were oacd ia the maaafcctaw of 
soap, which is a by«pradaet ot the 
meat industry. 

"Then is daagcr ia the indiscrim- 
inate use of toilet soaps in public 
places. It is true that members ol 
a family «s well as the employtes 
of large catabliahoMals aeeamnlate 
a rcmarhabb collcctioa of microbe 
organisms in their various occupa 
tioaaaad transmit them to the lone 
bar of aoap aod theaea to tf o-e 

wbaoaait auhsequently."
